STICKING TO TES FáVO&IiE ¡HLT30D3. 
We are quite interested iu observing the 
course of the San Francisco Chronicle dur­ 
ing these latter days of the campaign. It 
evidently belongs to the old school of 
journalism which believed in bringing out 
a whole-batch of sensational lies just at 
ths tail end of a campaign ; the lies being 
put forward at tbia particular stage in the 
calculation that there is not time enough 
to refute them, and that a great m:.ny 
voters will see them who will not see the 
refuta-ims before election day. There is a 
cold-bltoied infamy about this device 
which is really worthy of Machiavelli 
himself. 
It is a deliberate speculation in 
mendacity, aud of course it involves 
the clothing of 
the most atrocious 
falsehoods 
in 
tne garb of truth. 
The Chronicle, however, is peculiarly 
fitted to carry out enterprises of the 
kind, for it has never been incumbered 
by any moral sense, and ha3 throughout its 
course evinced a marked preference for 
evil over good. Therefore it takes to cam- 
psign lying with a kind of joyful enthu­ 
siasm, and prints its carefully reserved lies 
in what it thinks an adroit gradation ; 
keeping the most audacious—which from 
its point of view are also the most effective 
—until a day or two before the election, 
and leading up to them with inventions 
of gradually increasing enormity. Its be­ 
havior just now ia really quite interesting, 
for it shows how n.uch innate stupidity 
necessarily accompanies the purely ma­ 
lignant spirit. It is not helping its cause 
in any degree, but it is making a very 
useful exposure of its own character and 
methods. 
A MISREPRESENTATION. 
A pamphlet of the campaign variety, 
written in exaltation of Estee, makes the 
bold and mendacious statement that 
E.-tee’a ideas on the taxation of the rail­ 
roads were “ practically adopted” by the 
Constitutional Couventicn. This is a par­ 
ticularly impudent falsehood. The fact is 
that in the Convention Mr. Estee took 
precisely the same ground on railroad 
taxation which Judges Field and Sawyer 
held in their recent eleciaion in the railroad 
tax casts. At that time Estee was on the 
right side. He taw that it was wrong to 
discriminate against the corporations in 
the scheme of taxation, and he said so. 
Now that he is seeking office he has en­ 
deavored to obscure his record on this 
point, bat he cannot do it. He was alto­ 
gether at one with Judge Field in the 
Constitutional Convention. Teat he has 
this year pretended to hold entirely 
different views only shews that he is an 
unprincipled person, and that he ia ready 
to stultify himself for the sake of votes. 
Wc think that he exhibits a characteristic 
shallowness of perception in this, for we 
do not believe that the people admire can- 
didatea who declare themselves in favor of 
doing manifest injustice to any interest. 


Every time an anti-railrosd agitation has 
sprung up in California it has wrought in­ 
jury to the State, by putting in office po­ 
litical impostora and tricksters. It is a 
very significant fact that the men who 
have been elevated to power on the crests 
of such waves of excitement have in every 
instance disappointed the expectations of 
their supporters. 
They were frauds 
throughout. They sailed under false col­ 
ors. They were all self-seekers, and noth­ 
ing else. All these agitations have moreover 
tended to thrust questions of real impor­ 
tance into the background, and to postpone 
legislation which was demanded in the 
interests of the people. 
The methods 
adopted being fallacious, the consequences 
oould not be satisfactory. W hat the peo­ 
ple of California should have done after 
the new Constitution was adopted it is 
ea9y enough to see now. They should 
have secured the election as Railroad Com­ 
missioners of three men whose characters 
were entirely trustworthy. Not men of 
the kind whe thrust themselves forward 
and bid for votes by declaring themselves 
“ reliable enemies ” of the railroads ; but 
men whose probity, fairness and intelli­ 
gence had been thoroughly established in 
private life. Then these Commissioners 
should have been left to perform the du­ 
ties for which they were appointed. They 
would have proceeded to investigate the 
whole transportation question. 
They 
would have taken testimony, heard com­ 
plaints as to alleged abuses, instituted 
inquiries and comparisons, and by the 
time the next Legislature met they would 
have been prepared to offer recommenda­ 
tions which, being baaed upon ascertained 
facte, would have stood analysis and criti­ 
cism, and would have furnished the foun­ 
dation for definitive legislation. Had this 
rational course been followed the railroad 
question would have been taken out of 
politics altogether. 
Instead of this, however, the Railroad 
Commissioners were at once assumed to be 
necessarily hostile to the railroads, and 
with characteristic fatuity the demagogues 
insisted upon choosing no other kind of 
men, Aud no sooner were they ebesen 
than they were made targets for abuse. All 
their actions were misrepresented. They 
were charged with having sold out to the 
corporations because they did not act 
without the necessary information. 
If 
they manifested caution and a disposition 
to act fairly they were denounced as venal. 
If they acted hastily and naturally made 
mistakes, they were still accused of play­ 
ing into the hands of the companies. And 
so it has gone on, until in the present cam­ 
paign the main issue is declared to be the 
choosing of Railroad Commissioners and 
other State officers who shall be pledged 
not to do justice to the corporations under 
any circumstances. Now every thinking 
man knows that candidates who will take 
such pledges are untrustworthy. It is as 
infamous a thing for a Railroad Commis­ 
sioner to promise that he will reduce fares 
and freights twenty per cent., or any other 
percentage, as it would be for a judicial 
candidate to pledge himself to decide cases 
a certain way if he was elected. This 
monstrous demand, however, has been 
made in the present campaign, and it has 
been responded to. The consequence is 
that the worst set of demagogues and im­ 
postors ever in politics on this coast is now 
before the people. 
Every one sees aud knows that there has 
never been so shamelessly dishonest a cam­ 
paign in California, but everybody does not 
realize that the campaign is purely what 
its methods hare made it, and that no 
other kind of campaign could possibly have 
resulted from these methods. Now the 
question is whether the people want any 
more of this sort of thing. Even if they 
were all as rabidly anti-railroad as the 
present candidates pretend to be, they 
ought to have sense enough to perceive 
that this is not the way to obtain what 
they want. If there is to be a real fight 
with the railroads, the people must be 
represented by their ablest men ; not by 
their weakest men. But able men wilt 
not come forward in campaigns such as this. 
They have too much self-respect to take 
dishonoring pledges. They cannot be in­ 
duced to play the demagogue. The very 
qualities which recommend them for re­ 
sponsible positions prevent them from seek­ 
ing those positions in the ways at present 
in vogue. So long as the people encourage 
demagogism they will continue to beat the 
air iu this regard. Whoever sincerely be­ 
lieves that there are issues between the 
people and the railroads which need ad­ 
justment, ought to be in favor of choosing 
thestrongest men to do the work. Hitherto, 
however, only puny impostors have been 
in the field ; fellows who can rant and 
mouth on the stump, but who if elected 
think only how to sell themselves to the 
greatest advantage. This has been the 
outcome of all the demagogic movements 
in the past, and it is a pufectly safe pre­ 
diction that the same results will follow in 
the future. 
1 he fact is that what is needed is rational 
politics. 
All this windy declamation, 
all this frothy denunciation of the rail­ 
roads, all this claptrap affectation of re­ 
garding them a3 “ enemies,” is puerile, 
futile, and unworthy of grown men. Sup­ 
pose that merchants were to conduct their 
business after such a grotesque and' 
theatrical fashion ? Y et the questions con* 
cerned arc mainly sober business ques­ 
tions ; matters of fact, matter* of complex 
interests, matters of competition, matters 
which can only be settled by cool and dis­ 
passionate reasoning. No great commer­ 
cial problem can or ever will be solved 
through the medium of wild and irrespon­ 
sible stump speeches. No useful additions 
to the literature of any such subject have 
ever been made in that way. W hat is 
needed is business ability, combined with 
the judicial habit and complete impartial­ 
ity. But nothing of that kind is to be found 
in such campaigns as the present. On 
the contrary, everything is mere sonnd 
and fury ; it is “ like a tale told by an 
“ idiot, signifJÍDg nothing.” The people 
thm-must make up their minds to chooee 
their agents more wisely hereafter. Un­ 
fortunately they are this year debarred 
from that. Ail they* can do is to make it 
understood that they will not reward 
demagogism any longer, and that they are 
determined, once for all, to pat down the 
vicious political methods which both par­ 
ties have been relying upon.

The Trouble In K entucky. 
Cincinnati, November 2d.—Mr. Phister, 
clerk of the Granite Slate, says that Mejor 
Allen engaged the steamer on Tuesday night 
to convry the prisoners and troops to Mays- 
ville, but this was kept a profound secret, 
even from other boats’ officer», Major Allen 
wishing to avoid a collision with the mob. 
They telegraphed to Major Allen that they 
would be at Catlettsburg at half past 11. but 
failed to reach thtre till the afternoon. Major 
Alien thii k« that if they could have arrived 
prcmptly the whole trouble would have been 
avoided. When the boat came to Catletts- 
bnrg, there wer6 ominous signs of disturb­ 
ance, Proinicint men at that place assured 
Captain Kirker the boat would be attacked. 
A large shipment of estíle was kept off for 
fear of disaster. A committee from the Ash­ 
land mob waited on Msjor Allon and de­ 
manded the prisoners. The demand was of 
course refused. 
The committee warned 
Maj ir Allen that the prisoners would be 
taken. When the boat left Catlettsburg, the 
mob took a train, which consisted of an en­ 
gine, passenger car and four fist can. The 
train was tilled with men, and es the road 
runs Dear the river, at the start the men could 
be beard h&dooir g and tiring at the boat. The 
distance was too great to make this of any 
other significance than that of detiaDce or 
threatening. \V hen Ashland was reached 
the ferryboat was seen, apparently filled 
with belligerent_ people, and the whavf-boat 
also was filled with men and the banks lined 
with people. Tne pilot Mew whistles as if to 
land, but not with the iutention of landtag. 
This was a ruse to get away from the ferry­ 
boat. When the latter saw the Granite State 
was steaming by four whistles were sounded 
by the ferryboat to get the Granite State to 
land. Noatiention was paii to the order, 
and then the tiring began. The Granite State 
refused to take the p.-isoaers uutil written 
orders were issued commanding them to do 
so. Bretz; Dennis, who, with Mr. William­ 
son, occupied the pilot house (the latter being 
on watch), says two soldiers were plac.d in 
the pilot-home to keep the pilots at their 
p at. He says ihots were fired at the Granito 
State both from the wharf atd from the men 
on the banks. 
Many of the shots were 
simed at the pilot-house, and six balls struck 
it. A number of other bullet marks appear on 
other parts of the boat. Of the firing from 
the bank and the wharf-boat Brcize is certain. 
Bo*h he end Cltrk Phi-ter E.ay it would have 
been easy for the ferryboat to have overtaken 
them, and there would have been a renewal 
of the battle, if the troops had not acted 
with promptness in returning the fire. They 
speak in commendation of the action of the 
officers, and say no d’spo.ition was shewn to 
be bloodthirsty or malicious. 
STATEMENT FROM Mr)JOE ALLEN. 
Lexington (Ky ), November 2d.—To prees 
representatives, Major Allen, in command 
of the troops which tired upon the people at 
Ashland yesterday, has made an extended 
statement. He says the mob which csme 
down to Catiettaburg stated they bad 2 000 
determined men, and that when they got to 
Ashland the troops would Le overpowered; 
ihat the train containing the mob was kept 
alongside the boat and many shots were tiled 
at it, the troops not returning the fire, uuder 
orders. At Ashland the ferryboat came out 
and the occupants began tiling, and it was 
not until several of the soldiers were wounded 
that the command was given to return the 
tire. The soldi.rs fired only at those ou the 
ferry boat, and if persons on shore were hit, 
it was because they needlessly exposed them­ 
selves in the vicinity of a murderous mob, 
whom it was neceesaiy to oppose with force. 
CONDUCT OF THE TROOPS APPLAUDED. 
F rankfort, November 2J.—The McCreary 
aud M n kola Guatds, on their arrival from 
Catiettaburg, were welcomed by a formal ad­ 
dress, iu which their conduct was approved. 
Governor Blackburn si.ys he sent the troops 
to Catlettsbucg upon the application of Jndi<e 
Brown, and while deeply sorry for the dead 
and wounded, he conic* not lay the blame cn 
the troops, and if an application is made ia 
February, h9 will send twelve regiments, if 
necessary, to uphold the law. 
Short Hop Crop. 
N ew York, November 2d.—Hops continue 
to advance on short supplies and brisk de­ 
mand the world over, prime new Statu hav- 
iug sold as high as SI 07, and SI 10 was re­ 
fused. The basis of the buoyancy is, of 
course, reduced crops on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Well-informed parties estimate 
the world’s deficiency at 200,000 bales, and 
even if Euglaud should economize their con­ 
sumption by one half, it is said there would 
still be a shortage. Not only have the En­ 
glish and American crops proved very short, 
but Germany, which last year had a surplus 
of 40,000 bales, will have few, if any, to 
spare this year. Ia const quenco, the brew- 
ere have already given notice that the price 
of malt liquors are to be materially higher 
during next year. 
The Suicido M urder Trl. I. 
W ash in g to n , November 2d.—The trial of 
A. U. Soteld", for the murder of his brother, 
A. M. Soteldo, was resumed this morning. 
Several witnesses took the stand fcr the de­ 
fense, whose testimony was immaterial. Mrs. 
C. W. Soteldo, widow of A. M. Soteldo, tes­ 
tified that from a conversation had with 
friends, she was alarme i for her fcutbaDd’s 
safety, and asked him to provide himself with 
a pistol to protect himself in case of attack ; 
had an engagement with her husband to at­ 
tend the theater the night of the shooting. 
George C. Gotham, editor of the Republican, 
testified that Mr. Ticheuor, a friend of So­ 
teldo, called with papers that reflected cn 
Barton, and desir.d him to read them, but he 
declined. Toe object of presenting the pa­ 
pers wob to cause him to order Barton to cease 
attacking Soteldo. 
After several unimportant witnesses were 
examined, A. C. Soteldo was placed on the 
stand. He testified that be accompanied his 
brother to the Republican office, and gave a 
detailed statement about the sciffls which 
took place, insisting that Barton shot his 
brother; that the pistol used wes a bright 
one, not dark, as claimed, and sail be did not 
begin shooting until after bis brother had 
been shot.

Y ellow Fever. 
Washington, November 21—The Sur- 
geon-Gsceral of the Marine Hospital Service 
received a dispatch from Surgeon Murray, at 
Brownsville, Tex., to-day, which says: 
“ Fifteen cases of yellow fever. No deaths 
since last Saturday. No fever inside the line. 
Have strengthened the upper river line. The 
quarantine against Mat&moras has been 
raised.” Ths Collector at Corpus Christi has 
sent an officer to Pena, to pass all mails now 
lying at that) i-oint. They will be carefully 
fumigated before leaving Pena. 
P ensacola (Fla ). November 21—Seven 
new cases of fever and one death were re­ 
ported to-day. There is reason to believe 
that the reports of new cases are imperfect. 
A death occurred at Nix, a settlement on 
Perdido Bay. Dr. Martin, of the navy, who 
has been investigating the origin of the pro­ 
pagation cf fever in behalf of the National 
Board of Health, was one of the new cases. 
Brownsville (Tex.), November 23.—The 
city is being thoroughly disinfected and 
cleansed of everything suspected of the taint 
of yellow fever. The mortality from the 
fever at Mier was konible, and the fright so 
great from it that parents deserted their chil­ 
dren, and children their parents.

The Com ing Election»—Estim ated R esol! 
on M ember» or Congress. 
C hicago, November 21.—The Daily New» 
will publish to-morrow dispatches from the 
Chaiimen uf State Central Committee», both 
Republican and Democratic, in all the States 
of the UnioD, giving their estimates of the 
result of the coming election for members of 
Congress. Fallowing is tbo summary, in­ 
cluding the results in States where elections 
have already been held : 


The Jeannette Expedition-Some Serious 
Charges Against lie Long and M rllrllle. 
M inea polis, November ‘2 i.—The Tribune 
to-morrow will print au interview with Dr. D. 
F. Collins, of this city, brother of the late 
Jerotna J. Collins, the scientist of the Jean­ 
nette txpedi Jon. Dr. Collins said : 
We liave evidence that Captain DeLong used his 
official position a» comimndcr of the expedition to 
persecute :n every conceivable way some members 
of the Commission. My bruther was placed under 
arrest for no reason whatever. This Li: ut nnnt 
Danenhower admitted to me in New York. Captain 
DcLong refused to allow my brother, at certain 
times, to do any kind of work, and purposely 
allowed all the notes, photographs and rec­ 
ords of the rx|»edition, prepared by my brothea, 
to sink. We have evidence that the C iptaln forced 
him to remain behind, when he volunteered to go 
ahead with Nindeimau and Noros in search of re ref, 
my brother being in the best condition of any of the 
party to do so. There is evidence that Bartlett, 
who is now iu Siberia, one of the seamen, is in pos­ 
session of valuable facts, but we believe that he has 
been kept in Siberia purposely by the officers of the 
expedition, bo that his testimony may no: get before 
the Board. We are also iu possession cf lull infor­ 
mation that on Melville tinning the bodies of the 
De Long party he uteri most blasphemous and scan­ 
dalous language concerning my brother's body. We 
a'so have reason to believe that the reports' made 
by Melville as to the condition of the weather, 
which he alleges prevented him from going to the 
relief of the De Long party, were false, for the 
dates on whi-h he declared the weather bad it is 
shown to have beer, good by the records. 
Coiling further asserts that jealousy existed 
between certain officers of the expedition, 
the trouble first b-ginning, 88 he learns, over 
au order to the effect that all the men should 
undergo a physical ex ruination monthly. 
Collins and Danenhower were neither per­ 
mitted to assist in the retreat. Dr. Collins 
adds : 
We happen to know tint Kusmah requested Mel­ 
ville to go to De Long's relief himself, or send some 
one, and that Melville would do neither. He first 
gave the order to Danenhower to go, then counter­ 
manded it. Kusmah ai d Snagra were fifteen days 
in making the round trip to Belum, to the spot 
where Melville’s party was. Two dais each wav was 
ample time for tne journey. During the trip th -se 
men got drunk, and Melville knew it. While they 
were gone in search of De Long, Melville and those 
with him made chessmen aud check: r-boards, and 
amused themselves, leaving the work of searching 
for their companions to two ignorant, drunken na­ 
tives. We have reasonable ground for being certain 
that there was a considerable amount of intoxicants 
drank during the fifteen date they waited the return 
of the two natives. We know, from conversations 
with surviving members of the expedition, thit cer­ 
tain letters or pai>ere, which we believe were on mv 
brother's person, have never been produced. We 
want to know what has been done with those 
papers. If Melville had gone with the natives, as 
he onght to have done, there is no doubt De Long 
and his party would have been eaved. He would 
have seen the beacon fires which had been 
lighted on the Muffs, as stated in De Long's journal, 
which was found, even if he had Btarted out when 
Kusmah Shagra were overdue. 
We, ^therefore, 
make the charge that had Melville done Ids duty, 
Instead of spending his time playing chess and 
checkers, De Long aud his party would not have 
died. Meiville left them to die. He is responsible 
for their deaths. 
Collins will print this statement in pamph­ 
let form, with documentary evidence, and 
lay it betore Congress.

PROHIBITION MEETING. 


There was a large audience ia attendance 
at the theater last night upon the Prohibi­ 
tion meeting. 
The First Artillery Band fur­ 
nished music during the evening. 
The audi­ 
ence was attentive, and gave the speakers a 
moat respectful hearing, frequently applaud, 
ing them. 
B. M. Buzbey called the meeting to order 
and these officers w e re announced: President, 
Rev. A. J. Hanson ; Vice-Presidents, F. H. 
L. Weber, W. R. Strong, Rev. H. H. Rice, 
George B. Katzenateio, J. Mason Haight, E. 
C. Burnell, T. S. Knight, J. P. Counts, C. 
Clinch. J. Wooábridge, W. O. Persing, C. A. 
Sawtelle. Secretaries, Samuel Katzenstein, 
I). Barnes. 
On taking the chair Mr. Hanson made an 
address, defining his own position as an inde­ 
pendent voter and not bound to any straight 
ticket. He also dwelt at length upon the 
question of prohibition. 
Dr, R. H. McDonald was then introdnced 
as the nominee of the Prohibition party for 
G vernor. 
He was received with applause. 
He began by speaking of Sacramento as his 
old home, a place around which clustered 
the tenderest memories of his liie. 
He 
sketched some of the stirring sceces of the 
pioneer era in Sacramento, and gave a 
graphic account of some of the great events 
of earlier yeata in Sacramento. He then 
took up the platforms of the Democratic and 
Republican parties on the Sunday 1 »w ques­ 
tion, pronounced the first bold and manly 
and the latter insincere, nd both dangerous 
to the best interests of the State. 
He then 
compared them to the utterances of the plat­ 
form on which he stands. 
He read a secret 
circular of the League of Freedom that asks 
voters to support the Supreme Justices who 
dissented iu the Sunday law decision. He 
rapidly sketched ;he evils of the unrestricted 
sale of intoxicating liquor.', and asked voters 
to support him iu his candidacy. 
Hun. J. McM. Shatter, Prohibition candi­ 
date for Congress in the First District, was 
the next speaker. 
He began by explaining 
that his cool aaalytis of the Republican plat­ 
form aiter he weut out of the Convention of 
that party had convinced Lim that it is in 
sever.l respects opposed to the laws of the 
nation, and inimical to wise government be- 
sidts, being a man < f couvictior.s, he could 
not indorse the modern methods - of paity 
managers. He had not left Republicanism, 
but the party in California had abandoned 
Republican principles. 
He then entered 
upon a caustic and stinging review of abuses 
in party, the rule of bosses, the influence ei 
the saloon in politics, the ousting cf true 
Republicans and the rewarding of enemies. 
In neither t he Democratic nor the Republican 
platforms did hr find anything political, but 
mere words and generalizations. The San 
Francisco press had misreported him as say­ 
ing prohibition was the only thing left to save 
the ecu rtry—a last resort. He had been in­ 
dorsed by the Prohibitionists. 
In many 
things he agreed with them, in some he disa­ 
greed. H i was a candidate by personal solici­ 
tation of friends, and the Prohibition party 
had seen fit to put him on its ticket. 
He referred to the Senatorial contest rf 1861 
and his part in it, and the influence of liquor 
on the brightest mind then chosen. He had 
stood always as the opponent of liquor and 
tobacco, and bad the courage to do so, and de­ 
clared tnat liquor-selling must be controlled 
by law sooner or later. He declared that to 
ycung men he should devote his remaining 
days, warniog them of the deceitfulness and 
corruption of modern party methods, that do 
not bring to place the best minds and the 
highest ability. The Republican State plat­ 
fo rm he declared to be destructive of Repub- 
>n principles, iu selecting out railroads, by 
name, and alone, for attack and anathema, 
and making no reference to other transporta­ 
tion comp.nits. What it asked is in contra­ 
vention of the fundamental laws of the 
U uitei States, and of that there is not a 
particle of doubt. Railroads in California 
are subjected to rules that apply to no others, 
and to penalties no others are visited with, 
and that these things fly in the face of the 
Reconstruction Acts there can be no doubt.

tion, says the platform. In fact, then, he 
said, the supporters of th6 platform ask that 
railroads shall not make rates bo low that op­ 
position cannot exist; they should be raised, 
then, in older to let steamships get a part of 
the profit of carriage, “ and this,” he ex­ 
claim ed, "is the extent of the wisdom 
brought to bear in constructing that plat­ 
form.” As to prohibition, he was not ready 
to say it it would be practicable or n o t; he 
doubted it, for this time. He then proceeded 
in a g ra p h ic manner to depict the financial 
burdens of intemperance. 
He referred to the 
influence of liquor on the laws and on juries, 
and longed for a common law under which 
Courts could attaint psrjured jurors. From 
this on his discourse was brilliantly critical of 
the defense made: by liquor interests, and his 
irony was biting and his wit incisive, espe­ 
cially when he dwelt upon the Sunday law 
question and the necessity for such a law. 
The meeting closed with three cheers for the 
Prohibition ticket.

T h e S torm.—It began raining about mid­ 
night on Wednesday night, and continued 
with scarcely any interval until 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning. After that hour there 
was but a slight shower. Dispatches re­ 
ceived at this office show that the storm has 
been general throughout the northern part of 
the State, with enow in the Sierras to the 
depth of 6 to 10 inches. Reports received at 
the signal service station here show that the 
greatest rainfall registered by the depart­ 
ment was at San Francisco, beirg 1.85 
inches, while there was 1 31 inches at Red 
Bluff and only .80 of an inch in Sacramento, 
A failing barometer is reported from all sta­ 
tions along the entire coast. Sergeant Bsr- 
wick reports the rainfall for the storm as .80 
of ar. inch; for the month, .97 of an inch, 
and for the season, 4 17 inches, being 2 92 
inches in excess of the average rain fill for 
the pest fix years. There was no rainfall 
to a corresponding date in 1SS0; 1879, 88 of 
an inch ; 1S78, 84 of an inch, and 1877, .77 
of an inch. He also says that the outlook 
for Sacramento, barometrically speaking, is 
bad. but considering the direction of the 
wind, whLh is westerly, there is a hope that 
the storm is about [ ?.et.
